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Kenwood Submits New Branch Standing Rules. 


n order to bring the Standing Rules of 

the Kenwood-Hyde Park Branch of 
the Chicago Dental Society into con- 
formity with common practice and to 
clarify and to place these practices into 
written form, the Constitution & Revis- 
ions Committee submits the following 


Standing Rules: 
ELECTIVE OFFICES 


The Elective offices of the Kenwood- 
Hyde Park Branch of Chicago Dental 
Society shall be President-elect, Vice- 
president, Secretary, and Treasurer, who 
shall be elected for one year or until their 
successors are duly elected and qualified, 
and every 3 years a Director to Chicago 
Dental Society. 


BOARD OF DIRECTORS OF BRANCH 


A Board consisting of the officers, 3 
immediate Past-presidents, and the Di- 
rector to the Chicago Dental Society 
shall be the governing body. All mem- 
bers other than the officers shall serve 3 
years. The Chairman shall be the Senior 
Past-president. 


METHOD OF NOMINATION 


The Nominating Committee shall con- 
sist of 5 Past-presidents of Kenwood- 
Hyde Park, other than those who serve 
on the Board of Directors of the Branch, 
to be appointed by the President at the 
January meeting. The Nominating Com- 
mittee shall submit its slate of officers to 
the Secretary, with consent of nominees, 
not later than the meeting previous to the 
Annual Election and not less than 28 
days before the regular April Meeting. 


Names of other candidates may be 
submitted by petition, which shall be in 
writing, setting forth the name or names 
of the candidate or candidates for the 
respective offices with the signature of at 
least 25 members so nominating. Such 
petitions, together with evidence of con- 
sent from the nominee or nominees, shall 


be filed with the Secretary of the Branch, 


and receipt shall be issued therefor, the 
date of receipt to be deemed the official 
date of filing. All such petitions must be 
submitted not less than 28 days prior to 
the annual election in April and must be 
signed by 25 or more members in good 
standing. 


ARRANGEMENT AND PUBLICATION 


The candidates’ names shall be alpha- 
betically arranged under the offices for 
which they have been severally nomi- 
nated and published in the official mag- 
azine of this Society at least once prior 
to the date of the election, but the names 
of the sponsors shall not be published. 


UNANIMOUS BALLOT 


In the event not more than one (1) 
candidate is nominated for any elective 
office, the President, at the April meeting, 
shall direct the Secretary to cast a unan- 
imous ballot on behalf of such candi- 
date for such office. 


Management: The annual election 
shall be under the management of the 3 
Past-presidents who are members of the 
Branch Board of Directors. 

Marking Ballots: Voters shall place a 
cross, the lines of which must intersect 
within the square, opposite the name of 
such candidates for whom they desire to 
vote. Any defacing or unofficial writing 
upon a ballot shall invalidate such ballot. 

Ballots shall be issued by Election Com- 
mittee upon proper presentation of mem- 
bership card to Secretary who will certify 
the voter. 

The Constitution & By-laws of the 
Chicago Dental Society shall govern the 
deliberations of the Kenwood-Hyde Park 
Branch except where amended by the 
Standing Rules.

The First General Session of the Chicago Dental Society’s goth Midwinter Meeting | 


will take place in the Grand Ballroom of the Conrad Hilton Hotel on Monday eve- 
ning, February 7th, 1955. 


The speaker of the evening will be William Fife Knowland, Majority Leader of 
the United States Senate. Senator Knowland is a young, dynamic statesman. His 
whole life history is marked by the word “youngest”—the youngest of his parent’s 
three children, campaigned for Harding at 12, head of a local finance committee 
for Coolidge at 16, elected to the California State Central Committee at 22, was 
California’s youngest assemblyman at 24, its youngest state senator at 26, the youngest 
Republican National Committeeman at 30 and the Committee’s youngest Chairman 
at 33. When news reached him in the Army in France that he had been appointed 
by Governor Earl Warren to fill the Senate seat vacated by the death of Hiram 
Johnson he was 37 and became the youngest U. S. Senator. Later, running on his 
own, he polled the largest number of votes (3,982,448) that any candidate has 
ever recorded in a single state. 


With all this youthful drive coupled to political experience and business acumen 
(he is Assistant Publisher of the highly successful Oakland Tribune) it is small 
wonder that he was first selected by the late Senator Taft to act in his stead as leader 
of the majority in the Senate and later elected to that post by his colleagues. His 
position in the Senate today and the influence he exercises on thought and action on 
Capitol Hill make Senator Knowland a key figure in America’s immediate future.
